It is similarly under 
this Act a crime to build, or cause to be built, a 
ship to be employed in the military or naval service 
of any foreign State at war with any friendly State, 
or to aid the war-like equipment of the ships of a 
foreign State so at war. In other circumstances, it 
might be a crime for a 3Sritish subject, while we were 
still the Government of Palestine, to aid the Arabs 
in such a manner that intentionally brought them into 
conflict with the Government of Palestine. I do not 
say the above is anything like exhaustive or accurate.

and other precision instruments. 


Plants Guarded 


The hidden stock piles were 
ferreted out by officials of the 
Economics and .Armed Forces 
Division and the Signal Corps 
during inspections of Askania 
plants in the Friedenau and 
Mariendorf districts. 

The Counterintelligence Corps 
and Criminal Investigation Di- 
vision threw guards around the 
two plants while other troops 
searched them. Five plant of- 
ficials were arrested. The fac- 
tories were closed. 

“Evidence, which is now being 
sifted, indicates that the war ma- 
terial was being manufactured 
for a foreign power without 
sanction by the office of Mili- 
tary Government,” a commun 
que said. 

The investigation hasn’tfpeen 
completed. An Allied contydl law 
specifically forbids manyfacture, 
transportation or storage of war 
materials.

Found in Lincoln Papers 


Recently Opened Archives Reveal Arguments 
of Publisher-Friends on Slavery Question 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1. (P)— 

The recently opened White 
House papers of Abraham Lin- 
coln reveal that newspapers and 
their editors played an impor- 
tant part in shaping the political 
career of the Civil War Presi- 
dent. . 

The Robert Todd Lincoln col- 
lection contains. more than 200 
letters from outstanding editors 
and publishers, Library of Con- 
gress officials said today. 

Among them are several let- 
ters from Horace Greeley, Jo- 
seph- Medill, William Cullen 
Bryant, Henry J. Raymond, Al- 
exander K. McClure, J ohn Locke 
Scripps and others. 


Medill Started Landslide 


Joseph Medill, who became 
editor of the Chicago Tribune 
in 1854, was a close friend of 
Lincoln, Library officials said it 
was Medill who persuaded Car- 
ter of Ohio to change his vote 
at the Republican National Con- 
vention in 1860. This started the 
landslide for Lincoln’s nomina- 
tion. Medill’s letters are mostly 
marked “personal,” “private” or 
“confidential,” and are full of 
andlyses of political trends. 

One of the last tenders of ad- 
vice received by Lincoln came 
in a long, confidential letter from 
Medill Jan. 15, 1865. He advocat- 
ed the appointment of ardent 
antislavery men to various po- 
litical posts and said: 

“Don’t ‘be in too much hurry 
for peace. Don’t coax the rebel 
chiefs but pound them a little 
more. When they are sufficiently 
whipped they will gladly accept 
your terms and peace then made 
will be enduring.”

In a letter to Lincoln written 
June 19, 1860, Medill said, “Vl 
have a preliminary interview 
with his ‘satanic majesty’ (Ben- 
nett)... and ascertain his state 
of mind... His affirmative help 
is not of great consequence but 
he is powerful for mischief... 
We think his terms will not be 
immoderate. He is too rich to 
want money. Social position we 
suspect is what he wants. He 
wants to be in a position to be 
invited with his wife and son to 
dinner or tea at the White House 
and to be ‘made of’ by the big 
men of the party.” 

At the beginning of the war 
Bennett favored permitting the 
withdrawal of the Southern 
States to avoid war but after the 
war began he supported the ad- 
ministration. In 1864, after some 
indecision, he finally supported 
Lincoln in that campaign.

Indonesians 
Plan Last Stand 


at Jogjakarta 
BATAVIA, Java, Aug. 


1.—(/P)—The Indonesian supreme 
command declared the republican 
capital of Jogjakarta and sur- 
rounding districts a military area 
today and ordered it prepared for 
a last ditch stand in the event of 
a Dutch attack, radio Jokjakarta 
announced. 

The broadcast said Lieutenant 
General Ocrip Soemoahardjo had 
been ordered to direct defense 
preparations. 

The Indonesian action reflected 
fears expressed earlier in some 
Republican quarters that the loss 
of Republican-held Tjilatjap on 
Java’s south coast—toward which 
Dutch mechanized columns were 
reported rolling steady tonight— 
would presage a drive on the 
capital. The Indonesians said 
two Dutch fighter planes at- 
tacked the Jogjakarta airfield to- 
day. 


DUTCH REPULSED— 


An Indonesian communique 
said the Dutch had been repuised 


at a point less than 10 miles from 
the South Java coast in the area 
of Banjomas, which lies east and 
north of Tjilatjap, the last Re- 
publican port of importance in 
Java. 

Latest Dutch reports said the 
Netherlands forces were within 
20 miles of Tjilatjap, which is 75 
miles west of Jogjakarta. The 
Dutch said they had occupied 
Poerlwaredja, 14 miles east of 
Poerwokerto, and 60 miles north- 
west of Jogjakarta.

This was more than twice the number paid as claims for 
death resulting from cancer, second largest cause of death during 
the year among policy holders. 

Although deaths from heart disease and cancer increased 
during the year, the death rate among ordinary policy holders 
showed a decline to 689.3 per 100,000 from 714.5 in 1941. 

The lower death rate in 1946 came primarily from reductions 
in mortality from tuberculosis, pneumonia, influenza, nephritis, 
diabetes, children’s contagious diseases and diseases of the puer- 
peral state, the institute said.

Day-old 'dead' infant comes 


to life on embalming table 


- BECKLEY,.W. Va., Aug. 2.-(UP)¢got a piece of cotton and put it 


‘A tiny, one-day-old baby which 


was pronounced dead at the hos- 
pital where it was prematurely 
born came back to life on an em- 
balming table where it was being 
prepared for burial. . 

The child, weighing about two. 
pounds, was bor: three months 
early to Mrs. Delbert Warden, 
wife of. a Coal City, W. Va., man, 
yesterday and was officially given 
up for dead when it had drawn 
what was believed to have been 
its last breath of life. 

There was no detectable heart- 
beat in the child at that time and 
an hour after embalmers from 
the Rose Funeral Home were 
called it still was not breathing. 

Mortician Douglas Bryant who, 
with Steve Hilton of the funeral 
home, began preparing the body, 
related this account: 

“When I called at the hospital 
to get the baby’s body, for some 
reason [I didn’t cover it up as 
we usually do but took it back 
to the embalming room to pre- 
pare it for embalming: « First J 


under the baby’s chin to keep its 
mouth shut, then squeezed on its 
chest to remove any possible ob- 
struction. 

“The baby’s head snapped back 
and I heard a gasp but thought 
it was just gas escaping from the 
baby’s chest, so I did the same 
thing again. This time the baby 
gasped, started breathing and then 
began to cry. 

“T was so excited I could hardly 
talk, but somehow got calmed 
down long enough to get to the 
phone and call the hospital any- 
way. Sure enough the baby was 
very much alive, so the hospital 
attendants immediately put it in 
an incubator.”. 

Bryant said he used balls of 
cotton soaked in hot water for 
five minutes to help revive life 
into the infant. Its first sign of 
resuscitation appeared half an 
hour after he had started em- 
balming preparations.

SUPPORT OF THE U.N. COMMITTEE REPORT ON PALESTINE 


Throughout the past months the Liberal Party has watched the country, 
Palestine, with growing concern. It is a tragic sequel to one of the greatest 
tragedies in history, the massacre of Jews by the Nazi regime. 


Plainly, there has ta be an end sometime to the sterile warfare between 
the two great Semitic races, Arabs and Jews, both of whom have contributed 
vitally to world civilizatione Plainly too, there can be no final solution until 
a common working basis is found for both Jews and arabs, not only in Palestine 
but also in the entire Middle East. This must be the objective of any enlightened 
diplomacy. Its atteinment would go far towards stabilizing the entire world cone= 


dition. 


The Liberal Party accordingly welcomed full heartedly the British 
initiative in submitting the Palestine problem to the United Nations and the 
appointment of a special committee of the United Nations to recommend a solutione 
It was a foregone conclusion that no solution could please all parties in view of 
the cleims put forward by extremists on both sides, and the unwillingness of some 
groups to make any concessions to the points of view on all sides. 


The reports and recommendations of the special committee have now been 
published and will be submitted to the Assembly of the United Nations at its 


coming meeting. 


The heart of the special committee's proposal is the establishment of 
one part of Palestine as 4 Jewish state, the increase of Jewish immigration into 
that part, and the establishment of a special regime for Jeruselum.

still unite them with the British for 
their common protection, or whether 
they. -will . cut even the gossamer 
threads of dominion statts in favor of 
complete independence. _ 
_ The’ real significance of the day, 
however,. is that it marks the twilight 
-of colonialism ‘everywhere. The whole 
world of Kipling’s imagery sinks into 
oblivion, the ‘captains and the kings 
that strutted-acfoss:the scene of In- 
dia’s history depart, one hopes, never 
to return. “Yet'at its passing it is only

The program of sacrifice which Prime 
Minister’ Attlee outlined before the 
House of Commons appears to require 
that everybody in Britain give up some- 
thing for the. good of the country—ex- 
cept the Labor government. | 
~ Nowhere in the scheme proposed by 
Attlee is any indication that the Labor 
government proposes to slow up in the 
least its plans for nationalization of key 
industry and for strict control of private 
industry. _ Instead, the new . program 
moves in the direction ‘of stricter con- 
trols. These, says Attlee, are necessary 
because British economy is moving rap- 
idly toward disaster. | 

That it is, if not on the brink, moving 
there at a furious pace seems to be uni- 
versally conceded. Britain is obviously 
so much worse off now than when World 


War II ended as to justify some pretty 
definite conclusions as to the reason. 


The reason may be the same sort of 
fumbling’ and bungling at the top that 


was gharacteristic of the Chamberlain 


regime, which brought Britain to the 
brink of military disaster in 1940. 

Attlee has been in: power two years, 
during which his problem has, been to get 
high production by British industry and 
increase exports. The key to the pro- 
duction situation has been coal, and coal 
production, instead of increasing, has de- 
clined. Various explanations are offered 
for the decline, including the intran- 
sigeance of the leader of the coal min- 
ers’ union, who seems to be a carbon 
copy of John L. Lewis except that he is 
a Communist. 


But the real reason c val: hiners haven't 


been working as hard as they might ap- 
pears to be there is nothing they can 
buy with their wages except a limited 


amount -of necessities which they can 


earn with only a part of a week’s work. 

The socialist program was based on 
the theory that the miners could be per- 
suaded to produce for the good of the 
country. They haven’t been persuaded. 


Asa possible substitute for the tangible 
goods workers want the Labor govern- 
ment has provided, or at least permitted, 
unlimited gambling on horse and dog 
races and sporting events. There are 
said to be 30,000 licensed bookmakers in 
the United Kingdom, with 500,000 em- 
ployees. In a nation which desperately 
needs production to keep ‘its head above 
water this seems to be a good many peo- 
ple engaged in unproductive employment. 


The British have been spending some 
of their money seeing the films, Ameri- 
can preferred. Part of Attlee’s program 
is a'‘75 per cent tax on motion-picture 
receipts from foreign films—designed ob- 
viously to prevent the drain on British 
dollar funds. Possibly there is also an 
idea that if people can’t spend money on 
pictures they will turn to work as a re- 
lief from boredom. 

Altogether, the Attlee program pro- 
vides less and less on which the proceeds 
of wages can be spent—and thus less and 
less reason for workers to produce. It’s 
the wrong formula. 

Socialism in Britain seems to have run 
into conflict with human nature. 

Instead of blaming themselves and 
their program, however, the British So- 
cialists try to put the blame for the too 
rapid exhaustion of the American loan 
on the American people and government. 
Our prices, they say, have gone up 40 
per cent and hence the loan money won't 
buy as much as was expected. They inti- 
mate we should have prevented this by 
controlling the market. But we relaxed 
market controls because we discovered 
for ourselves that a controlled market is 
not-productive. The British have a con- 
trolled market which is not productive 
and they are trying to remedy it with 
more controls instead of trying what an 
uncontrolled market could do. 


At least we are getting out the goods, 


‘if the price is high. 


‘Britain needs a surcease from So- 
cialism, and production stimulated by 
profit or the hope of it.

HETHER men are willing at this time to face the issue or 
not, there is a definite Jewish question confronting Anglo- 


Saxondom. It involves the. ownership.. of.. Palestine. ......- 
This question will not settle itself, for the continued agitation‘on 


the part of the Jews through propaganda and by pressure upon 
officials will prevent a peaceful settlement, insofar as Jewry is 
concerned, unless such a settlement is in accord with Jewish 
wishes. 

Anglo-Saxondom is thus facing a dilemma, either horn of 
which will produce anything but peace in the land of Israel due to 
the strong Arab opposition to the Jewish plan of settlement, and 
thus the right of the Arabs must also be considered. 

Palestine is scheduled to become more and more in evidence 
in the news, particularly as the world approaches the climax of 
the present struggle for world domination. That land is destined 
to play a significant part in this struggle before final peace comes. 
During the past years Destiny has called attention to the im- 
portance of this central land in light of the prophetic word and in 
accord with the agenda of events as outlined by the prophets 
when Palestine becomes involved in the final phases of this 
struggle. 

Now because of all this, it is of the greatest importance that 
the Anglo-Saxon world recognize the factors involved and 
make settlement of the Jewish controversy in accord with the 
Biblical statements regarding ownership to this land. This must 
be done despite the clamor of individuals, groups or races, 
because until this issue is settled in accord with the Divine Plan 
there can be no peace for Jew, Arab or Anglo-Saxon. 

To whom does Palestine belong? Until this is answered cor- 
rectly and the land of Israel is in the undisputed possession of 
those to whom it belongs, trouble and turmoil, intrigue and war 
will affict mankind. At first thought such a sweeping statement 
may seem entirely out of proportion to the size of the territory 
and its relation to the holdings of the nations around; yet Pales- 
tine is the homeland of three great religions and what affects 
this land influences the peoples of these faiths considerably out 
of proportion to its geographical location or size. Furthermore, 
the situation is hopelessly complicated in the continued per- 
sistency of the Jewish claims. 

Thus, until the rightful heirs of Palestine are in undisputed 
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complete control of this territory, the ownership of Palestine will 
remain unsettled and Jewish agitation will continue with the 
Christian Church supporting the Jewish claim to Israel’s in- 


heritance. 
* * * 


Fundamentally, the Jewish claim to this land can only be 
sustained if the Jews can prove that they are all Israel and have 
inherited Israel’s birthright. It is only upon such a hypothesis that a 
valid claim to the right to rule in the ancient land of Israel can be 
sustained. On any other basis, it is useless for the Jews to contend 
for that right! And because Palestine is becoming a major prob- 
lem, in large measure due to the persistency of the Jews in their 
claims, it is well to examine the entire situation and the legality 
of these claims. 

As we scan the various attempts of the past in national maga- 
zines to deal with the Jewish issue one fact stands out above all 
others, the reluctance of any of the writers or publications to 
freely and candidly handle the question for fear of the Fews. 

It is a fact that cannot be disputed that one can write and talk 
about any other race, discuss the history and activity and point 
out shortcomings with their virtues — even criticize their as- 
pirations or belittle their attainments — and such will be ac- 
cepted as a matter of course and in the interest of free discussion. 
There is only one exception to this rule, however, and only one 
people who hold they are above such a candid discussion of their 
affairs. It is the Jewish race. Why? 

If one undertakes to give a fair and candid account of Jewish 
history or criticize the program of their leaders, immediately the 
Jews say, ‘Anti-Semitism.’ Again, Why? Indeed, they have 
been so successful in this tactic that they have attained the 
desired end in preventing many from openly discussing the 
Jewish problem. It has resulted in driving to cover those who, 
not being allowed by the Jewish attitude to discuss the Jewish 
problem openly, are now blaming the Jew for every ill to which 
our nation is subjected. The very anti-Semitism the Jews have 
been trying to suppress has thus, in large measyre, been fostered 
by them through methods of suppression to their own detriment. 

We have yet to see a candid, full, unbiased discussion of the 
entire Jewish question because publishers fear the reprisals that 
may be taken against them. A few years ago one national maga- 
zine undertook to speak more plainly than usual on this matter 
and lost more than three hundred thousand subscriptions within 
a month in a boycott instituted against them by the Jews. Small 
wonder the entire issue is left alone for the present or, when 
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&.. of, it is in such guarded tones that the words used become 
but meaningless chatter and published articles accordingly do not 
say anything. However, such tactics tend to destroy those who use 
them and suppressed issues have a way of becoming known to 
the discomfiture of those who use oppressive methods against 
the freedom of speech and press. 

We are interested in the truth. Whether the Jews like it or not, 
they cannot lay claim to Palestine without bringing up for 
discussion the entire Jewish issue. And in order that an intelligent 
approach may be made to the question there must necessarily be 
full and impartial discussion of every phase of the subject, includ- 
ing the Jew, for it is the Jew who is laying claim at the moment 
to this land and the validity of this claim must be examined. Our 
purpose is to investigate such claims in the same way we would 
investigate the claims of any other race to the right of territorial 
possessions. We are fully aware that the usual Jewish tactics to 
try to suppress this freedom of discussion will be used, even to 
labeling Destiny ‘“‘anti-Semitic,” and particularly so if our 
findings are not in accord with their plans and purposes, for 
unless one is willing to fully agree with them, no matter how 


contrary to fact such an agreement may be, there will be howling | 


at the American wailing wall (the public press) in an endeavor to 
smear us with the anti-Semitic brush! It has been because of 
such tactics in the past that so many have refused to give this 
issue the attention it requires. 

Insofar as any race having a right to Palestine is concerned, 
it must stem from God’s promise to Abraham, made nearly 4,000 
years ago. Because Abraham obeyed God’s voice, the land from 
the river of Egypt to the great river Euphrates was promised to 
his seed forever. Thus the heirs must be in the line of Abraham. 

Now Abraham had eight sons, but only one was the son of 
promise and that was Isaac. Isaac had two sons, but only through 
his son Jacob was to come the fulfillment of the promises made to 
Abraham. Jacob had twelve sons and Jacob divided the promises 
made to Abraham, Isaac and himself among these twelve sons, 
including also his two grandsons — the sons of Joseph. Palestine 
as a possession must, of necessity, follow the birthright blessing, 
for the son to whom the birthright belongs is the heir to this inheritance! 
No one son of the twelve sons of Jacob inherited all the promises. 
And, in order for Jewry to legally claim Palestine, they must — of 
necessity — be in the line of the birthright. Who, if any, of the 
twelve sons of Jacob received the promise of the birthright? For 
the birthright carried with it the right to the dominion, the power 
and the wealth of the father. | 
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By right of descent Reuben, the first born, should have 
inherited this birthright. But the record declares: 


“Now the sons of Reuben the first born of Israel, for he was the first 
born; but, forasmuch as he defiled his father’s bed, his birthright was given 
unto the sons of Joseph the son of Israel: and the genealogy is not to be 
reckoned after the birthright.” (I Chron. 5: 1.) | 


The Jews, as claimed in their writings and recognized by their 
own scholars, are descendants of Judah: fourth son of Jacob. But 
Judah has no claim to the birthright (including the heirship) to 
the father’s inheritance. These blessings were passed on by Jacob 
to the two sons of Joseph: Ephraim and Manasseh. | 

Joseph brought his two sons to his father, and Jacob 


“ . . . blessed Joseph, and said, God, before whom my fathers Abraham 
and Isaac did walk, the God which fed me all my life long unto this day, 
The Angel which redeemed me from all evil, bless the lads; and let my 
name be named on them [here is designated who would rightfully carry the 
name Israel; not the descendants of Reuben, Simeon, Levi or Judah, but 
the descendants of the sons of Joseph], and the name of my fathers Abraham 
and Isaac [for these sons of Joseph were to inherit the birthright and with it 
the right to function in the name of Abraham and Isaac as well as to bear 


the name Israel]; and let them grow into a multitude in the midst of the 
earth.” | 


Let it be carefully noted here that the right to use the name Israel 
legally belongs to the sons of Joseph and not to any of the other 
sons of Israel, including Judah. True, they are all sons of Israel, 
and part of all Israel, but the legal right to bear the name and 
to speak for Israel went with the birthright and that birthright 
went to the sons of Joseph. 

When Jacob had completed the above statement, Joseph saw 
that his arms were crossed so that his right hand rested upon the 
head of Ephraim while his left hand was on the head of Manasseh, 


who was the older. Joseph sought to change his hands but Jacob 
refused, saying: 


“I know it, my son, I know it: he also shall become a people, and he also 
shall be great: but truly his younger brother shall be greater than he, and 
his seed shall become a multitude of nations. And he blessed them that day, 
saying, In thee shall Israel bless, Saying, God make thee as Ephraim and 
Manasseh: and he set Ephraim before Manasseh.” (Gen. 48: 15-20.) 


Whoever hears any one asking that another be blessed as 
Judah was blessed, Saying: “God make thee as Judah’? No, 
never, for Judah has been far from blessed, in fact insofar as the 
Jews are concerned they have been, as prophetically declared by 


Jeremiah, “A curse, and an astonishment, and an hissing, and a 
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Doach among all the nations whither I have driven them.” 
(Jer. 29: 18.) 

Judah received from Jacob the blessing of the sceptre, “The 
sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a lawgiver from between 
his feet, until Shiloh come: and unto him shall be the gathering 
of the people.” (Gen. 49: 10.) It is necessary to study the line of 
descent from Judah in order to follow the fulfillment of this 
promise and it will be found that it did not go to the Jews. As in the 
original line of Abraham, so in the line of Judah, we find the 
process of selection and rejection going on. Out of the tribe of 
Judah God selected the House of David as the branch of this 
tribe through whom the blessing of the sceptre would come. It is 
useless to try to find this promise fulfilled in any other branch of 
the line of Judah. The House of David not only furnished the 
rulers who were to sit upon the throne of Judah, but were later 
to rule over the House of Israel forever (Jer. 33: 17) and it was 
of this same line that the Messiah would come, Jesus Christ, for 
He was of the House of David (Luke 1: 32). 

After the selection of the House of David the balance of the 
tribe of Judah became known as the House of Judah and the 
promise of the sceptre did not follow this branch of Judah. A 
remnant of this house returned from the Babylonian captivity to 
Palestine. This captivity of Judah began some one hundred and 
thirty years after Israel had been carried away into Assyria. With 
this remnant of Judah in the return to Palestine came some of 
the Tribe of Benjamin and a few of the House of David with 
some Levites: which group, under the rulership of Jewry, became 
the nation of the Jews. Jewry ruled at Jerusalem until the coming 
of Jesus Christ and the destruction of the city in 70 a.p. During 
these years, while the nation of the Jews ruled at Jerusalem, 
Israel in Assyria had moved from Assyrian territory and — dis- 
appearing from the historical records of Scripture — became 
known as the Lost Sheep of the House of Israel. The record of 
Israel’s westward trek and the prophetic marks by which they 
were to become known in these days have already been discussed 
over the years in Destiny * where evidence is available of that 
‘dentification. But we are now concerned with the claims being 
made by Jewry that Palestine belongs to them, and will therefore 
in this article adhere to this phase of the subject. 

One need but study the history of the Jewish rule in Jerusalem

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in the time of Jesus to recognize how intolerant the rulers werd 
that day. Bribery and oppression, with injustice to the poor, 
marked that rule and caused Jesus to rebuke the Jews for their 
misrule. The stinging condemnation of their failure to administer 
justice and judgment is recorded in the 23rd chapter of Mat- 
thew. Because they rejected Him, and His righteousness, Jesus 
said: 

“The kingdom of God shall be taken from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof.” (Matt. 21: 43.) 


Nations and races, as well as individuals, can forfeit their right 
to the blessings of independence and rule by their evil conduct. 
In the crucifixion of Jesus who had condemned their evil ways, 
the Jews forever sealed their doom as a nation. In that act they 
lost their right to self determination and this people will not now 
be able to secure for themselves the right to again function as a 
government. Daniel has so prophesied, for in speaking of the 
coming crucifixion of the Messiah and of those responsible he 
said, “And the Jews they shall be no more his people.” (Dan. 
g: 26, marginal rendering.) Thus Jewry in the refusal to accept 
Jesus Christ as the Messiah and in having part in the crucifixion 
forfeited all right to continued nationhood just as surely as those 
nations who today are refusing to clothe the naked, feed the 
hungry and give drink to the thirsty are to forfeit nationhood and 
the right of self determination in accord with the judgment of 
Jesus (Matt. 25: 31-46). 

Let us pause a moment here and point out that Destiny is not 
responsible for the verdict rendered by Daniel, nor ante a race 
through calling attention to the facts of history in reporting what 
the prophets and history have revealed; a record which must be 
considered when dealing with Jewry’s claims. 

After all, the only right by which any people can lay claim to 
this land stems from the Bible and must rest upon the Covenant 
made by God with Abraham. And a study of the history of 
Abraham’s posterity clearly shows that there are those who can 
claim Abraham as their father but who have been disqualified 
from inheriting his blessings, even among those who are in the line 
of the Covenant. This fact is entirely overlooked by many and 
particularly by the Christian Church which has been backing 
erroneous Jewish claims to Palestine. 

The Jews lost the kingdom and the right to function ad- 
ministratively because of their failure to rule in righteousness and 
because of their vindictive opposition to Jesus. They were com- 
pletely failing then to show forth the fruits of the Kingdom in 
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the administration of justice and equity. The climax of their 


maladministration was reached in the trial and condemnation 


of the Just One and the last two thousand years have revealed ° 


the accuracy of the judgment passed upon them and upon their 
race. Because Christian leaders have failed to recognize a racial 
responsibility in acts of maladministration they have undertaken 
to back the Jewish claim to Israel’s inheritance, an inheritance 
that does not belong to them and which they will never possess. 

Rights of other peoples besides the Jews are involved in the 
ownership and administration of the affairs of Palestine. These 
rights must be guarded and there is nothing in the history of the 
Jews as a race, either past or present, which would indicate that 
they would zealously guard the rights of others when they are in 
a position of ascendancy and have the power to dominate and 


rule. When Jesus condemned the Jews and took from them the. 


right to function administratively as His Kingdom, He passed 
judgment upon them for their inconsiderate attitude towards 
those who came under their domination. Again, Destiny is not 
anti-Semitic in making this statement; merely pointing out a 
racial characteristic of a people who have refused to accept the 
principles and teachings of Jesus Christ or abide by the Golden 
Rule. After all, when the qualifications necessary for rulership 
are analyzed it is only the man or woman with the spirit of Christ 
in the heart who really qualifies for a position of authority. Men 
who do not have this spirit are inclined to be vindictive towards 
those who oppose them and would persecute and oppress men 
who do not agree with them. There are, of course, splendid 
exceptions particularly among the Anglo-Saxon peoples, for as a 
race they were to show forth the fruits of righteousness. 

Now the Arahs, for example, have a right in Palestine and their 
residence in that land should not be jeopardized by the program 
of non-resident Jews. For centuries these descendants of Ishmael 
have resided in the land of their father Abraham. Speaking of 
Ishmael, God said, “And he shall dwell in the presence of all 
his brethren.” (Gen. 16:12.) If the Jews had full power and 
authority in Palestine, would they recognize this right? Reports. 
from that land have indicated that the Jews have had little 
consideration for the rights of the Arabs when it was in their 
power to ignore them. Justice for the Arab, then, requires that 
others than Jews shall administer the affairs of Palestine. 

Turning again to the history and prophecy of the birthright 
people, Ephraim and Manasseh, in their descendants only will 
be found the people into whose hands will come the final ad- 
ministration of the affairs of Palestine, who alone can be trusted 
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to mete out justice and ‘equity to the inhabitants of the land, 
is they, not the Jews, who are heirs to the ancient land of Israel 
and all that Jewry will secure for their labor in coveting the land 
of Israel will be trouble and sorrow. When finally they recognize 
the right of their brethren of the House of Israel then the Arab, 
Jew and Turk will find security with justice and peace under the 
administration of the House of Joseph. 

* * * 


Who are these heirs to Palestine? Find the people who are a 
nation and a company of nations as well as a great people today 
as promised by Jacob to Ephraim and Manasseh, the sons of 
Joseph, and the heirs to Palestine will have been discovered. It is 
this people and not Judah who have the birthright and the 
dominion and who are to rule from the river of Egypt to the great 
river, the Euphrates. 

Ezekiel gave a prophetic indication as to the identity of this 
people. He said: 


“T will lay my vengeance upon Edom [Turkey, the descendants of Esau] 
by the hand of my people Israel.” (Ezekiel 25: 14.) 


Who drove the Turks from Palestine; what nation had the 
necessary army and navy which enabled them to accomplish this 
task? Let those who think the Jews have a right to represent Israel 
please explain how it came to pass that Great Britain and not the 
Jews fulfilled this prophecy, remembering that Ezekiel declared 
only Israel would do it! Surely, by its very fulfillment, we have a 
mark of identification which, along with the fact that the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples have become a company of nations, should 
be sufficient proof (even though there were not a hundred or 
more marks of identification) to convince even the most skeptical. 
When to this is added the statement of the prophet that the 
Jews would say to the House of Israel, as Jewry through the 
Zionist movement is saying to Great Britain, that the land 
belongs to them and not to Great Britain, the question of identity 
to any reasonable and logical mind is settled once and for all! 
The prophecy is as follows: 


“Son of man, thy brethren, even thy brethren, the men of thy kindred, 
and ali the house of Israel wholly, are they unto whom the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem [the Jews] have said, Get thee far from the Lord: unto us is this 
land given in possession.” (Ezekiel 11: 15.) 


Because the Jews were to say this to the House of Israel, as the 
Zionists are saying it to Great Britain today, God provided definite 
instruction as to who shall have Palestine and 7¢ ts not the Jews. 
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No move on the part of the Zionists and no desire to compromise 
on the part of Anglo-Saxondom will in any way change or set 
aside this verdict. To temporize and refuse to accept what God 
has declared will but bring confusion and trouble and will never 
change the ultimate program, for God has said that the land of 
Palestine shaJl be given to the House of Israel. He addresses the 
following message to them: “TI will give you the land of Israel.” 
(Ezekiel 11: 17.) Thus God confirms the birthright inheritance 
of the land to the people who alone have the right to legally use 
the name Israel when they awaken to the knowledge of their 
origin, responsibility and the need of administering their divine 
inheritance. 

Here is a definite statement as to whom the Lord gives Pales- 
tine, completely invalidating all other claims. Under the ad- 
ministration of its rightful owners Jewry can reside in safety so 
long as they obey the requirements of the law and acknowledge 
the justice of Israel’s administration. When Jewry awakens to the 
full realization of all this they should cease striving for that which 
is not theirs; enjoying, with the Arabs and others who reside in 
the land, the privileges of judgment, equity and peace under 
the administration of Israel. 

Dr. William Pascoe Goard in The Empire in Solution has this 
to say: 


‘“‘Let us begin by saying, frankly and plainly, that the non-Palestinian 
modern Jew, from the standpoint of modern history, has no claim to the 
land of Palestine whatever. If it is desired, take into consideration a period 
of a thousand years or more — which would go back centuries before the 
claim of the present white races to America began to be founded — it will 


be seen that the non-Palestinian Jews, being alienated from Palestine and - 


being dwellers in other lands for upwards of two thousand years, have now 
no modern claim to the land. 

“The non-Palestinian Jew has no more claim to Palestine than the Anglo- 
Saxon American has to Great Britain, the land of their fathers; or the Ger- 
man-American has to Germany, the land of their fathers. 

**Sentiment aside, this is the fact of the case. 

“Further: the Jewesh Encyclopedia, under the word ‘anthropology’ informs 
us that a great proportion of the people called ‘Jews’ in the world are of 
other than the Jewish race. This being the case for all that proportion of the 
Jewish people, Palestine is not even the land of their fathers. 

“We are informed by leading Jewish men, Palestine and elsewhere, that of 
the people who, as Jews, are claiming entrance into Palestine, and who are 
known to the world as Jews, are neither Jews by descent nor by faith, but 
are atheistic Communists. Such have set up their commune in Palestine. 

“Moreover, it is a matter worthy of note that the Jewish world shows no 
disposition, as a body, to make a national home in Palestine or anywhere 
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else as a separate community. As a matter of fact, their whole trend is other- 
wise. .. - 

“In taking over the land of Palestine, Britain took over the pre-war 
inhabitants of Palestine as wards of the Government, the rights of whom it 
became the duty of Britain to protect quite as much as it is the duty of the 
American or any other Government to protect the rights of its citizens. ‘There 
could be no wholesale sweeping away of the inhabitants of the land. The 
great majority of these inhabitants are Arabs. 

“Tn the case of the Jews the appeal is being made on behalf of the Palestin- 
ian Jew and also on behalf of the non-resident Jews; the non-resident Jews 
claiming for themselves the right to go in and institute a national home in 
the land. 

“Now, whatever the Balfour Declaration meant, it most certainly could 
not mean, neither did Lord Balfour ever dream of promising, a national 
home for Jews who were foreign to Palestine at the expense of the inhabit- 
ants of Palestine. Neither Lord Balfour’s nor Britain’s pledge was ever 
given to such an unthinkable thing. 

“Yet certain Jewish advocates seek to give the impression that such was 
the tenor and meaning of the Balfour Declaration. 

“The claim of the Arabs on the other hand is for protection of the Pales- 
tinian Arab against the foreign immigration of Jews which threaten them 
in their established rights. 

“Non-resident Arabs are backing the Arab’s claim. There is this difference 
between the non-resident Arab’s claim, and the non-resident Jewish claim, 
that while the non-resident Jew is asking the land for himself, the non- 
resident Arab is only asking that the resident Arab be protected in his 
established rights in the land... . 

“The tragedy is that Christian Britain and America, believing that the 
Jews and the Jews alone are the chosen people of God, have backed up their 
propaganda. But now, out of the propaganda, there emerges this concrete 
claim, and the Celto-Saxon people are somewhat bewildered as to how to 
act. How shall they do the right thing in practical administration, and yet 
fulfil prophecy? 

‘As a matter of fact ten-tribed Israel is very much in evidence, being the 
Celto-Saxon world, and Palestine is now in the hands of the modern develop- 
ment of ten-tribed Israel, and 7s being administered by Israel at this time.” 


The modern history of the Jewish move to acquire Palestine 
dates from the first Zionist Congress held at Basel, Switzerland, 
in August, 1897. The political program adopted and the basis on 
which the movement rested began with the statement, “‘Zionism 
aims at establishing for the Jewish people a politically recognized 
and legally secured home in Palestine.” 

On November 2, 1917, British Foreign Secretary Arthur 
Balfour pledged the British Government to the “‘establishment in 
Palestine of' a National Home for the Jewish People.” This is 
known as the Balfour Declaration. Because Christians have 
assumed the Jews were Israel it follows that they have supported 
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their claim to Israel’s inheritance and in favor of this declaration 
and the interpretation given to it. 

God has overruled the endeavor to give to Jewry what does 
not belong to them through an increasing Arab opposition to 
Jewish demands. Jewry cannot nor will they ever be able to 
administer the affairs of Palestine. Their nationhood ended in 
70 A.D. and will not again be restored. Individually the Jew can 
have a place along with Israel in the blessings of Kingdom ad- 
ministration, but he must obey the law of the land and cease 
from his agitation for the right to rule in the land of Israel. 

The solution of the Jewish problem and so-called anti-Semitism 
lies in the recognition by Jewry of their brethren of Israel and in 
the acceptance of the overlordship of the Anglo-Saxon world 
in matters of administration. Individually their troubles will be 
over when there comes a recognition of Jesus Christ as their 
Messiah and the acceptance by them in practice of His teachings 
and the Golden Rule. 

To try to suppress an honest and candid discussion of the Jewish 
question, in all of its phases, is of incalculable harm and increases 
the animosity of those who are opposed to the present Jewish 
program. | 

We have written plainly, for only in so doing can the true 
issues be presented and then met for the good of all concerned. 
There is a solution to every problem when that problem is thor- 
oughly understood. In the case of the Jews the need is for the true 
answer to the question: Who is Israel? For in Israel there will be 
found the rightful heirs to the land of Palestine. And even Israel’s 
right of inheritance is to be manifested in overlordship rather 
than settlement, for Ezekiel speaks only of a representative few of 
all Israel returning to this land of our forefathers. 

When all this is understood Judah will acquiesce in Ephraim- 
Israel’s right to administer the affairs of Palestine. 


The Budding Fig Tree (An Editorial from Destiny, May, 1944) 


The American Palestine Committee sponsored a National 
Conference on Palestine at the Statler Hotel, Washington, D. C., 
March 9, 1944. The speakers were prominent Jews and Christian 
leaders while Vice President Henry A. Wallace, Senator Robert 
A. Taft and Hon. Paul V. McNutt were among the speakers in 
the evening. Present at the meeting were distinguished members 
of both the House of Representatives and the Senate. 

We were particularly interested in following the addresses 
at each of the sessions of this conference and at the luncheon 
and banquet for concrete evidénce of Scriptural authority for 
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the claims being made by the Jewish, Christian and soli 
speakers as to the right of the Jews to claim ownership or the right 
to Palestine. No concrete evidence whatever was given, but 
rather, the entire conference had a definite political aspect. 

The Protestant ministers in attendance gave support to the 
Jewish claims but were lamentably weak in the use of the Bible 
to substantiate any statements which they made. Mr. William 
B. Ziff, a Jew, in his address did refer to a few prophecies per- 
taining to Israel and, as is the usual custom, applied them to 
the Jews. : 

A colored preacher rose in the question period and while the 
chairman tried to confine him to his question he did refer to 
Daniel’s great prophecies regarding the ending of the Times of 
the Gentiles. He said that the Lord, Himself, would handle the 
Palestine situation without any of their help. He spoke truer than 
he knew and much wiser than he himself realized. One sensed 
- the impatience of the audience while he was speaking. 

Great Britain came in for condemnation for the ‘“‘White 
Paper’’ and the objection to the Jewish occupation of Palestine 
registered by Iraq and Egypt were referred to by one of the 
speakers as the ‘“‘Voice of Egypt and Iraq but the words were 
that of the British Foreign Office.” 

A Protestant minister from New York stated, ‘“‘The British 
policy cannot historically be sustained.” It was a dogmatic state- 
ment backed up with no evidence whatever. We have already set 
forth the historical and Scriptural facts regarding Palestine in 
Who Shall Possess Palestine? in Destiny for February, 1944. They 
in no way sustain the Jewish claims, but this minister from New 
York is ignorant of the Biblical evidence as was apparently true 
of the rest of the Protestant ministers in attendance at this con- 
ference. All the speakers, these ministers included, were but 
lending political prestige to an abortive claim in attempting to 
support the assumption that the Jews can procure peace by 
securing Palestine when, in fact, it is not theirs to possess in peace. 

The Arabs were condemned for their opposition but we were 
particularly reminded by the different addresses and the mani- 
fested strong tone of opposition to Great Britain of Ezekiel’s 
statement that the Jews would say to the House of Israel that 
they had no right to the land of Israel but that Palestine belonged 
to the Jews (Ezek. 11: 14-17). 

From start to finish the entire conference was political. It was 
very clear that advantage is being taken by the Jews of the over- 
whelming sympathy created for them in the appalling troubles 
being visited upon their people to secure for themselves rulership 
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in a land which they will never possess. As one listened to the 

speeches it was hard to realize from anything said that other 

people, besides the Jews, were suffering in this world conflict. 
However, the conference did manifest the fact that the “‘Fig 


Tree” of prophecy was putting forth its leaves as Jewry aspired | 


to become a nation again (Matt. 24: 32-33). 

It is well to remember that Jesus said of this ‘‘Fig Tree’? which 
He cursed for its unfruitfulness, ““Let no fruit grow on thee hence- 
forward for ever.’’ (Matt. 21: 19.) This statement is in conformity 
with Jesus’ warning to the Jews of the transfer of the Kingdom 
when He said: | 


“The kingdom of God shall be taken from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof.” (Matt. 21: 43.) 


What is entirely overlooked by a majority of Christian leaders 
today, however, and certainly it was not in evidence in any of 
the speeches delivered at the National Conference on Palestine, 
is that this Jewish movement is a fulfillment of one of the great 
milepost prophecies set by Jesus as a sign unto us that the time of the 
Coming of the Son of Man in the clouds of heaven with power and great 
glory ts at hand. 

He addressed a message to the generation which would witness 
the awakening of the Jews in a desire to return to Palestine and 
become a nation again. That generation in whose lifetime this 
manifestation on the part of Jewry would occur was to be the 
generation which will witness the fulfillment of the events closing 
an age and will see the Triumphant Return of our Lord when 
He comes to take over the Throne of His father David. Jesus said: 


‘Now learn a parable of the fig tree; When her branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is nigh: So likewise ye, when ye 
shall see all these things, know that it is near, even at the door. Verily I say 
unto you, This generation shall not pass, till all these things be fulfilled.” 
(Matt. 24: 32-33.) 

Thus this generation is that generation which would see the 
Jews aspiring to again be fruitful and secure nationhood, yet 
only reaching the stage of intense desire as signified in the fig 
tree’s tender branches putting forth leaves. 

If the Protestant ministers in attendance at the above con- 
ference only knew their Bible they would have pointed out to 
the Jews that while they never would be able to possess Palestine 
(for they are not the House of Israel), yet in their desire there is 
being fulfilled our Lord’s prophecy as to the importance of this 
generation in relation to His Second Advent or the coming of 
Him whom they must finally recognize as their Messiah.
